The Philadelphia Press says:

Mr. Hitt in 
his speech to the House on the 
Senate Cuban resolution had no 
difAculty in showing that belliger- 
ency existed as a fact in Cuba and 
that it was the policy of the United 
States to recognize it.

Our at- 
titude toward any body of men 
striii^gling for freedom and inde- 
pendence for a century has been 
frienaly.

It has 
always been cordial . The revolted 
Spanish colonies eighty years ago 
received the recognition now pro- 
posed for Cuba. While the Cu- 
ban insurgents, from 1868 to 1878, 
never received a belligerent recog- 
nition, the despatches of Secretary 
Fish and later of Secretary Evarts 
upon tlie struggle distinctly claimed 
the right to interfere if the conflict 
was unduly protracted or charact- 
erized by extreme barbarity. 

The insurgents to-day occupy a 
position which they never held 
tlien. Their forces are greater and 
they are moving freely in the west- 
ern end of the island. Twenty 
years ago they were confined to the 
unsettled and mountainous regions, 
in the cast of Cuba. The insur-" 
gents have a right to the recogni- 
tion proposed to them by the pass- 
ai^'e of the Senate resolution, and 
the instant and immediate effect of 
of their recognition as belligerents 
will be to make it difficult if not 
impossible for Spain to continue 
to raise money to prosecute the 
struggle by selling bonds, as the 
Spanish treasury is now doing, se- 
cured by Cuban revenue.
